ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


In an ejector, a nozzle is provided within a housing to 
defining a passage portion around the nozzle, and a suction port 
is provided in the housing to draw a refrigerant by entrainment 
of a driving refrigerant jetted from the nozzle. Further, a wall 
portion is provided in the housing such that the refrigerant drawn 
from the suction port into the passage portion is prevented from 
flowing toward an inlet side of the nozzle from a position of 
the suction port in an axial direction of the nozzle. Therefore, 
all of the refrigerant flowing from the suction port flows toward 
an outlet side of the nozzle without flowing toward the inlet 
side of the nozzle from the position of the suction port in the 
axial direction. Thus, it can prevent a large pressure loss from 
being caused in the refrigerant sucked from the suction port, 
and ejector efficiency can be effectively increased. 
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
